as assistant in charge of Szczecin* Bartoszynski f s deputy is Polish 
Army Captain Wllimowskiv 

3« In September 1947 Colonel l&rtinov was the Soviet Commandant for the 
city and port of Szczecin. His deputy for commercial navigation was a 
Russian civilian named Sidorov* The latter also acted as representative 
of Lenvenchtrans, a subsidiary of Ryaznli Export in Voscow, for all ship- 
ments out of Szczecin for Soviet accounts whether shipped in Russian or 
German beats.

Units of the Soviet fleet visited Szczecin and Swinoujscie on 6 August 1947, 
later holding maneuvers in the Stettiner Half off the southern shore of 
Usodort Island (N54AlO)« Among the vessels was the "Leningrad* , manned by 
approximately 1,000 students of the Naval Academies of Leningrad and Kronstadt. 
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
